Cracking Found in Southwest Jet 


NTSB: Undiscovered 
damage may have led 
to rupture in 737-300 


Yuma, Ariz. 

Southwest Airlines mechanics were 
working Sunday to cut out a section 
of ruptured fuselage from a Boeing 
737-300 that was forced to make an 
emergency landing at an Arizona 
military base. 

The tear along a riveted “lap joint” 
shows evidence of extensive cracking 
that hadn’t been discovered during 
routine maintenance before Friday’s 
harrowing flight — and probably 
wouldn’t have been unless mechan- 
ics had specifically looked for it, offi- 
cials said. 

National Transportation Safety 
Board investigators were oversee- 
ing the removal of the top section of 
the jetliner’s roof around the 5 -foot 
long tear and will send the struc- 
ture to Washington for analysis, 
but an examination showed exten- 
sive pre-existing damage along the 
entire tear. 

Meanwhile, Southwest said it 
had cancelled about 300 flights for 
the second day in a row Sunday as it 
inspected 79 similar planes in its fleet 
that it has grounded. The NTSB said it 
had not been notified of similar prob- 
lems during those inspections.

Government appeals 
ruling that struck 
down federal law 

Atlanta 

The Justice Department has 
appealed a judge’s ruling that 
struck down the federal overhaul 
of the health care system, President 
Obama’s signature legislation. 

In its appeal, the Justice Depart- 
ment said the health care overhaul’s 
requirement to make virtually all 
citizens buy health insurance or 
face tax penalties is constitutional 
because Congress has the authority 
to regulate interstate business. 

The government’s 62-page 
motion filed Friday to the 11th Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals argued that 
Congress had the power to enact 
the overhaul’s minimum coverage 
requirements because it is a “ratio- 
nal means of regulating the way 


participants in the health care mar- 
ket pay for their services.” 

Twenty-six states filed suit 
against the law, and U.S. District 
Judge Roger Vinson of Florida 
agreed in a Jan. 31 ruling that the 
overhaul is unconstitutional. 

So far, three federal judges, 
all Democratic appointees, have 
upheld the law, while Vinson 
and a Virginia judge, both GOP 
appointees, ruled against it. It 
now seems certain that the chal- 


lenge will be resolved only by the 
Supreme Court. 

Some states have cited Vin- 
son’s decision in refusing to coop- 
erate with the health care law. But 
the judge issued another ruling in 
March ordering states to contin- 
ue implementing the law while 
the case makes its way through 
the courts. 

A three-judge panel is set to 
consider oral arguments about the 
case in June, (ap)

Japan Nuclear Leak Could Last Months 


First Deaths at Power Plant Announced 

Tokyo Electric Power Co. on Sunday confirmed the first tsunami deaths 
at the plant itself, saying a 21-year-old and a 24-year-old were conducting regu- 
lar checks when the 9.0-magnitude earthquake that preceded the tsunami hit. 
The high levels of radioactivity at the plant made searching for the men dan- 
gerous. Their bodies were not discovered until Wednesday and had to be de- 
contaminated. The announcement was delayed while authorities notified their 
families, TEPCO spokesman Kazufumi Suzuki said, (ap) 


First timetable given 
as radioactive water 
flows into the ocean 

Tokyo 

Engineers pinned their hopes on 
chemicals, sawdust and shredded 
newspaper to stop highly radioactive 
water pouring into the ocean from 
Japan’s tsunami-ravaged nuclear 
plant Sunday as officials said it will 
take several months to bring the cri- 
sis under control, the first time they 
have provided a timetable. 

Concrete already failed to stop 
the tainted water spewing from a 
crack in a maintenance pit, and the 


new mixture did not appear to be 
working either, but engineers said 
they were not abandoning it. 

The Fukushima Da-ichi plant 
has been leaking radioactive water 
since the March 11 tsunami carved 
a path of destruction along Japan’s 
northeastern coast, killing as many 
as 25,000 people and knocking out 
key cooling systems that kept it from 
overheating. 

The government said Sunday 
it will be several months before 
the radiation stops and perma- 
nent cooling systems are restored. 
Even after that happens, there will 
be years of work ahead to clean up 
the area around the complex and 
figure out what to do with it.

“It would take a few months 
until we finally get things under 
control and have a better idea 
about the future,” said Nuclear and 


Industrial Safety Agency spokes- 
man Hidehiko Nishiyama. “We’ll 
face a crucial turning point with- 
in the next few months, but that 
is not the end.” His agency said 
the timetable is based on the first 
step, pumping radioactive water 
into tanks, being completed quick- 


ly and the second, restoring cool- 
ing systems, being done within a 
matter of weeks or months. 

Meanwhile, tens of thousands 
of people are still living in shel- 
ters, 200,000 households do not 
have water, and 170,000 do not 
have electricity, (ap)

A Winning 
Equation 

Mastering Algebra II may be a key to 
achievement in life after high school 



Conway, Ark. 

With its intricate mysteries of qua- 
dratics, logarithms and imaginary 
numbers, Algebra II often provokes 
a lament from high schoolers. 

What exactly does this have to do 
with real life? 

The answer may be more than any- 
one could have guessed. 

Of all the classes kids take in high 
school, the leading predictor of col- 
lege and work success is whether stu- 
dents have taken Algebra II, according 
to some influential research that has 
launched a growing national move- 
ment to require it of graduates. 

The effort has been led by Achieve, 
a group organized by governors and 
business leaders and funded by cor- 
porations and their foundations, to 
improve the skills of the work force. 
While past economic successes in the 
U.S. have been attributed in part to 
high levels of education, the U.S. work 
force has fallen behind in the percent- 
age of workers with college degrees, 
according to data from the Organi- 
zation of Economic Cooperation and 
Development. 

But exactly how to raise the edu- 
cation levels of the U.S. workforce is 
a matter of fierce debate. And wheth- 
er learning Algebra II actually causes 
kids to fare better in life, or whether 
it is merely correlated with their far- 
ing better — because smart, motivat- 
ed kids take Algebra II — isn’t exactly 
clear. Meanwhile, some critics worry 
that by requiring Algebra II, states 
could be forcing some kids to take a 
class they’ll never need while push- 
ing others to drop out. 

Achieve and other educational 
groups, which spent years defining 
standards to better prepare students 


for college and work, quickly fas- 
tened on Algebra II as a fundamen- 
tal component. 

One of the key studies supporting 
the Algebra II focus was conducted 
by Anthony Carnevale and Alice Des- 
rochers, then both at the Educational 
Testing Service. They used a data set 
that followed a group of students as

they moved from 1988 to 2000, from 
eighth grade to a time when most were 
working. 

The study showed that of those who 
held the top-tier jobs, 84 percent had 
taken Algebra II or higher as their last 
high school math course. By contrast, 
only 50 percent of employees in the 
bottom tier had taken Algebra II. 

Other independent studies backed 
up the results. One by ACT found that 
the skills required in work force train- 
ing are very similar to those needed for 
college. Another by U.S. Department of 
Education researcher Clifford Adelman 
found that students who went through 
Algebra II and at least one more math 
course attained “momentum” toward 


receiving a bachelor’s degree. 

“Because there are many more 
predictors of job attainment than just 
mathematics course taking, simply 
taking Algebra II does not guaran- 


tee a good job,” Carnevale and Desro- 
chers reported. “Nevertheless, Alge- 
bra II does increase the likelihood 
of being employed in a good job.”

Not So Fast? 

Among the skeptics of the push to mandate Algebra II across the country is Anthony Carnevale, one of the researchers who re- 
ported a link between the course and good jobs. He warns against interpreting his results as showing that Algebra II is a cause of 
students getting good jobs. Instead, he says, the class is merely correlated with success because smart, ambitious kids already 
aiming for college are more likely to take the class in high school. "The causal relationship is very, very weak," he said. "Most peo- 
ple don’t use Algebra II in college, let alone in real life. The state governments need to be careful with this. We’re getting locked 
into a one-size-fits-all curriculum, and we’re leaving huge numbers of kids behind." (twp)

Regional Transit 

Even before the first station on the 
Dulles Metrorail extension has 
opened, Metro is worried that the 
time required to ride all the way to 
Dulles would discourage fliers from 
using the new rail option to get to 
the airport. Among the ideas to com- 
bat that is a new express line that 
would run parallel to the Orange 
Line with fewer stops, Metro said 
last week. 

A trip from Metro Center to 
Dulles will be 52 minutes, com- 
pared with 17 minutes from Metro 
Center to National Airport. If rid- 
ers planned on making a transfer 
downtown after a late incoming 
flight, they’d have to be on board 
the Silver Line at Dulles by 11 or so 
on weeknights. 


Planners note that some riders 
who will take Metro to Dulles live 
in the Virginia suburbs, including 
near yet-to-be-built stations. Their 
trips would be quicker. 


Soul Train 

Gladys Knight plans to be at 
Union Station May 7 to host 
Amtrak’s fourth-annual National 
Train Day festivities, featuring a 
train commemorating Amtrak’s 
40th anniversary. “Trains are 
tightly woven into the history of 
our country and have definitely 
played a leading role in my life 
and career," the “Midnight Train 
to Georgia” singer said, (twp) 


A lot of the time spent getting 
all the way out to the suburbs is 
spent stopping at frequent stations 
in the inner core of Alexandria and 
Arlington. 

But Metro can’t run express 
trains that would bypass some sta- 
tions, because they’d get caught up 
by regular-service trains, especial- 


ly during rush hour. And there is no 
room in stations or tunnels to build 
another set of tracks. 

It would be easier, planners say, 
to build another line that travels 
the same area as the Orange Line 
from downtown and continues on 
to Dulles. 

The line could start near Dupont 
Circle and include a Green/Yellow 
transfer at Mount Vernon; a sta- 
tion near Farragut North, includ- 
ing a “virtual tunnel”; and a stop 
in Georgetown. Then it would stop 
near the existing Rosslyn station, 
shoot directly to East Falls Church, 
and then branch off to the new 
Tysons Corner stations. 

In the end, though, planners 
say, the result of all this would be a 
10-minute reduction in travel time 
by eliminating the Court House, 
Clarendon, Virginia Square and 
Ballston stations. Metro is con- 
sidering its options as part of its 
Regional Transit System Plan.

Va. Faces New Legislative Districts 


Critics say boundaries 
are established in 
a secretive manner 

Richmond, Va. 

A decade ago, the last time Virgin- 
ia embarked on redrawing bound- 
aries for its legislative districts, 
lawmakers created maps that pro- 
tected incumbents and punished 
challengers, leading observers to 
complain that the process lacked 
outside input. 

This year, despite the appoint- 
ment of a bipartisan commission 
to advise legislators, the lines were 


largely drawn by two men: Sen. 
George L. Barker, a Democrat and 
a health-care planner from Prince 
William County; and Rep. S. Chris 
Jones, a Republican and a pharma- 
cist from Suffolk. 

The pair were part of a small 
cadre of legislators who worked 
quietiy to draw the maps with input 
primarily from the majority party 
in each house. Fewer than 10 of the 
state’s 140 legislators were privy to 
the lines before they were made pub- 
lic last week, according to lawmak- 
ers and aides. 

The General Assembly, which 
returns to the Capitol on Monday 
for a special session on redistrict-

ing, expects to approve the pro- 
posed maps with few alterations 
and within days. 

The Republican-led House of 
Delegates and the Democratic-con- 
trolled Senate have already agreed 
to vote for their own plans, and 
then each other’s, as part of a deal 
between the chamber’s leaders. 


The result: Lines that protect 
incumbents and punish challeng- 
ers, observers say. 

“It’s horrific,” said C. Doug- 
las Smith, director of the Virginia 
Interfaith Center for Public Policy 
and chairman of the Virginia Redis- 
tricting Coalition, which advocates 
changing the process. “Redistricting 
has always happened with only a few 
people knowing. It shouldn’t surprise 
us, but should disappoint us.” 

The maps introduced last week 
are supposed to reflect population 
shifts over the past 10 years, partic- 
ularly in Northern Virginia, while 
keeping communities of interest 
together, (the Washington post)

4 Myths That Will Cost You at Tax Time 



Confusion over filing 
may create a surprise 
bill or smaller refund 

New York 

Filing your taxes can be confus- 
ing. Even though it’s an annual rit- 
ual, there’s so much bad informa- 
tion out there that you can easily 
be led astray. Add a few myths to 
your adjusted gross income, and 
you can find yourself facing an 
unexpected bill — or worse, short- 
changing your own refund. 

One common misperception is 
that filing for an extension will give 
you more time to pay any taxes you 
owe. That’s simply not true. 

Although everyone is entitled to 
six more months to file a return, 
the extension doesn’t apply to the 
amount owed. If you don’t send a 
check with estimated taxes by April 
18, expect to add interest and penal- 
ties when you get around to paying 
the Internal Revenue Service. 

That’s not the end of the pop- 
ular myths about taxes. Here are 
four more. 


1 Claiming a home office 
deduction is a surefire 
trigger for an audit. 

If you meet the requirements for a 
home office — some of which are 
you have a space used exclusively 
for work and it’s your main place 
of business — then go ahead and 
claim the expenses. The same goes 
for any other deduction or credit 
you qualify to take. 


Problems arise only when tax- 
payers try to claim deductions they 
aren’t entitled to take. 

The surest way to trigger an 
audit is to overlook income that 
an employer, bank or investment 
adviser reports to the IRS, or to 
make a mistake transcribing num- 
bers, said Barbara Weltman, a tax 
attorney and spokeswoman for tax 
guide publisher J.K. Lasser.

You have to appear before 
the IRS if you’re audited. 

If the IRS questions an 
item on your return, chances are 
you won’t have to show up at the 
local office with your entire shoe- 
box of records. 

Just because an audit is done 
on paper, however, doesn’t mean 
resolving whatever issue the IRS is 
questioning is easy. Alan J. Straus, a 
certified public accountant in New 
York, said he’s had problems with 
lost paperwork. “You keep send- 
ing the stuff in, and it winds up 
in a black hole,” he said. So, don’t 
send original paperwork. 

3 If you don’t receive a 1099 
form for an account, you 
don’t have to pay taxes on 
any income it earned. 

There could be a number of rea- 
sons you didn’t receive a 1099 for 


a bank or investment account, but 
that doesn’t get you out of reporting 
the income, said Melissa Labant, 
of the American Institute of CPAs. 
For instance, if you moved, a 1099 
might have been sent to a wrong 
address. If you receive your state- 
ments online, you may have over- 
looked the form in your inbox. 

If you make a hardship 
withdrawal from a 
retirement plan early, you 
don’t have to pay taxes on it. 

Pulling cash out of your IRA or 
401(k) plan may seem like a neces- 
sity in times of financial distress, 
but it’s not without consequences. 
Not only is that money taxable, but 
it’s also likely you’ll have to pay a 
penalty on top of the tax. 

If you took money out of a retire- 
ment account before age 59 1/2, 
you’ll have to pay an additional 
penalty of 10 percent. There are 
a handful of limited exceptions, 
such as if you are totally and per- 
manently disabled, but most tax- 
payers will have to pay extra for

What is it like to bid farewell to a 
character you’ve lived with for so 
long?
